The New Chemical Engine. 


The new chemical engine which 
was purchased several months ago ar- 
rived on Tuesday and is now installed 
in the fire hall on Lansdowne street. 
It is one of the McRobie make and 
has just been built in Vancouver. 
The machine consists of two cylinders 
containing sixty gallons each, made 
of rolled boiler steel with hammered 
erids,’ scréw ‘caps, valves and ‘other 
fittings of brass or plated metal, The 
cylinders are coupled together and 
placed on a neat four wheeled light 
wagon. It is claimed that there is 
no delay with the machine as it will 
be ready to discharge its chemicals 
on a fire in thirty seconds. When 
one cylinder is being exhausted the 
other can be re-charged, hence there 
is no delay whatever. One hundred 
and fifty feet of hose accompanied 
the engine and the nozzle is so ar- 
ranged that it will discharge a large 
or small stream as circumstances re- 
quire, This isa machine that puts 
out a large percentage of the fires 
in large towns and cities and is 
guaranteed to put out a fire in its 
incipient stage, 

Now that the engine is here, a 
meeting of the ratepayers should be 
called at once for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a fire brigade, and thus be
